Found Guilty ot 
Treason, Casement 
Condemed to Death 


LONDON, June 29.—Deliberat­ 
ing less than an hour, tile jury 
in the ease of Sir Roger Case­ 
ment today found the “renegade 
knight” guilty of 
high 
treason. 
Sir Roger was sentenced to death 
on the charge thut he "did traitor­ 
ously contrive and intend to aid 
the enemy." 
Sir Roger's trial 
began Mon­ 
day 
It was England's first high 
treason 
trial, 
with 
two 
excep­ 
tions, for tixty-tive years. 
Among 
the 
s[K*eifi< 
charges 
against Sir Roger were that he 
tried to persuade Rritish subjects, 
prisoners at Li in berg camp, Ger­ 
many. to "join the armed forces 
of the Kings enemies” and that 
"in April of this year, setting out 
from Germany as a member of a 
warlike hostile expedition, equip­ 
ped by tile enemies of tile King, 
and having for its object the land­ 
ing on the coast of ireland of 
arms and ammunition intended for 
use in tile prosecution of war by 
the King’s enemies 
against 
the 
King and his subjects." 
About to be sentenced to death, 
Sir Roger, once 
a 
brilliant Irish 
leader, 
made 
an 
impassioned 
speech as he stood in tile prison­ 
ers’ dock before Lord Chief Jus­ 
tice Reading. 
He said, ills voice 
quivering as lie rose to address the 
court after the verdict of guilty: 
“In 
England 
alone 
twentieth 
century loyalty to one's country is 
held to be a crime, 
lf it he trea­ 
son to fight under such conditions 
then I am prom, to lie a rebel." 
Sir Roger was erect and smil­ 
ing as he finished and as the Ju s­ 
tice pronounced the words, “hang­ 
ed until dead” there

silence in tile court. • 
The prisoner then quietly steie 
ped between the guards aud was 
escorted away.

BOILING WATER 
Tourists driving in mountain dis­ 
tricts m ay find that in the higher al- 
titudea the motor becomes hot quick­

This is due to the fat t that the 
boiling point of water is lowered as 
the distance from the sea level in­ 
creases. 
It is a good plan to use a 
condenser of some sort in the form 
of a small coll pipe.
